NATIONAL MEMORIAL TO THE 
PRINCE CONSORT, 

The following papers, relating to the proposed 
National Memorial to the Prince Consort, have 
been laid before the Inteniational Fund Com- 
mittee at the Mansion House. They consist of a 
second report on the subject by the small Com- 
mittee nomuiated by the Queen, accompanied by 
a letter from the seven leading architects who 
had been requested to give an opinion as to the 
best means of canying out her Majesty's wishes. 
Then follow the Queen's reply, through Lieu- 
tcnant-General Grey, to the above mentioned 
Report, and a letter from Sir Charles Eastlake, 
on the part of tlie Committee, inviting certain 
architects, whose names are given, to furnish de- 
signs for the Memorial ; to them are added the cor- 
respondence with the Commissioners for the Ex- 
hibition of 1851, in reference to the proposed site. 

TO THE queen's HOST EXCELLEKT UAJESTV. 

Wc, the Members of the Committee appointed by your 
Majesty to consider the best means of giving efTect to your 
]klajcsty's wishes in respect to a Memorial to His Royal 
Highness tho Prince Consort, humbly beg leave to Report 
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to your AIa',e.-<ty the result of our further proceedings with 
reference tu tlie matters committed to us. 

In our First Keport,* dated the 14th of April last, we 
stated tlio difficulties which we had experienced in the 
endeavour to fulfil tlie conditions on wliicli your Mnjesty's 
original choice of an obclislv mainly depended, and our 
serious doubts as to the expediency of prosecuting tliat 
part of tlie proiwsed scheme. 

Our subsequent proce&lings liave been partly dictated 
by a letter dated the 19th of April last, addressed by 
Lieutenant-Ueneral the Hon. Cliarles Grey to Sir Cliarles 
Eastlake, acknowledging the receipt of our First Iteport, 
inviting us to turn our attention to some mode, other 
than tliat fn>t proposed, of eflcctiiig the great oljject in 
view, and couiinuiiicatiiig your Majesty's suggestion wlie- 
ther some eminent aieliitects might not be advantageously 
consulted as to tlic means of combining with such otiier 
design tlie groups of statuary (among wliich a statue of tlie 
Prince would be prominent) mentioned in General Grejr's 
former letter. 

In reviewing the various schemes that have been offered 
to our notice during the general discussion of tliis subject, 
we had become aware tliat a large proixirtion of tlie public 
appeared to be desiious of connecting the intended monu- 
ment with some institution intimately associated with the 
Prince's name. 

The inquiry having been to a certain extent re-opened, 
we could not overlook this prevalent opinion. In directing 
our attention to it, our tirst object was, therefore, to ascer- 
tain what kind of Institution liis Itoyal Highness had 
especially promoted or desired to see estublishcil ; and then 
to consider whether the proposed Monument could be sa- 
tisfactorily combined with such Iniititution. 

General testimony, and, above all. His Boyal Highnesii's 
own pulilic declarations and acknowledged views, tend to 
prove that there was nothing he had more at heart than 
the establishment of a Central Institution fur the promo- 
tion, in a largely useful sense, of Science and Art, as 
applied to productive industry. 

V\'hilo the Prince was ever zealous in furthering the 
objects of charitable institutions, while he took an active 
part in endeavouring to improve both the moral and ma- 
terial condition of the ])oor, his great purpose — combinuig 
a wise philanthropy with patriotism — was to devise means 
for affording to the skilled labour of the industrial classes 
the advantages of a scientific and artistic education, and, 
in so doing, to promote their own social welfare, together 
with the commercial prosperity of the country. 

Tlie chief occasion on which His Boyal Highness ex- 
pressed his views on this subject was in August, 1851, in a 
Siper I'ead at a meeting of the Commissiunei-s for the first 
reat Kxhibition, when the success of that Kxhibition was 
ho longer doubtful, and when it became a question liuw 
the surplus funds were to be employed. Many of the 
views' contained in that memorandum are embodied in the 
second Beport of the Commissioners, explaining the rea- 
sons which induced them to secure the ground between 
Brampton and the Kensington-road, known under the 
name of the " Estate of the Commissioners for the Exhi- 
bition of 1851." 

_ The surplus funds of that Exhibition had, by the judi- 
cious counsel of the Prince Consort, been applied towards 
the purchase of the property referred to as a site for Insti- 
tutions intended to promote a special ol jeet ; that object, 
ai defined in the second Iteport of the Commissioners, 
being ■■ to increase the means of Industrial Education, 
and extend the influence of Science and Art upon Produc- 
tive Industry." 

_ When we consider that the spacious site above men- 
tioned was secured for this purpose by the Prince's foresight 
and decision, wlien we look at the useful and popular in- 
stitutions w^hich are already rising into importance in 
Tarious parts of its area, and' when we remember that the 
whole, with its present and prospective national benefits,

is the consequence of that first Great Exhibition wliich 
owed its (uccess to His Itoyal Highness's wisdom and per- 
severance, we cannot but feel that such visible results con- 
stitute in themselves a significant and appropriate Memo- 
rial to the Prince Consort ; and that a monumental ex- 
pression and record of Ilis Royal Highness's admirable 
qualities could not be better associated than with so cha- 
racteristic an example of their fruits. 

These convictions led us to regai'd the estate referred 
to, with its actual establishments, considered as a whole, 
as the fittest Institution with which a Monument to the 
Prince could he connected. 

It was at this stage of our proceedings that. In oliedience 
to your Majesty's suggestion, we sought the advice and 
assistance of some of the most eminent architects. They, 
on their part, met our request with an earnestness worthy 
of the object, and proceeded with.}ut delay to the careful 
consideration of the question proposed. Their atten- 
tion, as stated in their subjoined lieport, was, in accor- 
dance with our instructions, fii-st directed to the South 
Kensington Museum ; but various difficulties soon became 
apparent, rendering the realization of the comprehensive 
idea which we desired to embody scarcely attainable on 
that site. 

An examination of the unoccupied portions of the 
ground, and a reference to the Prince Consort's special 
recommendations suggested another scheme. 

The second Beport of the Commissioners for the Ex- 
hibition of 1S51 dwells, in conclusion, on the want, at 
that time, not only of scientific and artistic instruction for 
the industrial population — a want, since the date of the 
Beport, in a great measure supplied— but of " a centre of 
action " for men of science and art where the results of 
their lalwurs could be communicated, " affording at the 
same time the means of establishing the connection be- 
tween them and the public, which would secure per- 
manent relations of reciprocal influence." 

In a speech at the opening of the Midland Counties 
Institute, in November, lb55. His Boya) Highness spoko 
of " a central jioint of union " which might give a " na- 
tional organization " to all such establishments. 

In his speech at the opening of the garden of the Hor- 
ticultural Society at South Kensington, in June, 1861, His 
Boyal Highness expressed a lioiie that it would, " at no 
distant day, form the inner court of a vast quadisnglo of 
public buildings, rendered easily accessible by the bitiad 
luids which will surround them — buildings where science 
and art may find space for development." 

We conceived that a hall forming " a central point of 
union " where men of science <ind art could meet, where 
the results of their labours, with a view to the special 
purposes Iiefore indicated, could be communicated and 
discussed, and where deputies from affiliated societies 
throughout the United Kingdom could occasionally confer 
with the metropolitan autliorities, might be fitly recom- 
mended as marking, with the Monument, the general ob- 
ject of the institutions in their vicinity. We were the 
more induced to come to this conclusion, as establishments 
for special purposes connected with industrial education 
could hardly be proposed for a central situation. A hall, 
on the other hand, would, from its general character, har- 
monize with every kind of institution, and, while fitly 
occupying such a position, might, at the same time, form 
the commencement of buildings to be hereafter erected, 
for more definite purposes. 

Having pointed out to the Committee of Architects 
this ground as a lit site for the proposed hall, we left the 
further consideration of the question in their liands. It 
was open to them to recommend that the monument 
should be in some part of the hall itself ; or in the open 
space in front of it, between the hall and the road ; or in 
Hyde Park, in an area corresponding in its central line 
with that of the actual and proposed buildings opposite. 

Without entering into details requiring future con- 
sideration, we are prepared to submit our opinion that the 
committee of architects have come to a jucUcious deeiaion 
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on tliU part of the question ; nor can we hesitate to 
express our satisfaction with a result which appears to 
fulfil more than one important condition. By being 
placed in the park, the monument has a national character, 
while its position in relation to the estate sufficiently in- 
dicates the connection wliich we had regarded as an 
essential part of our general plan. 

Ilnd the monument been ])lacc:I on the south side of 
the Kensington-i-oad, it would have been so near the hall 
OS to be overpowered by it ; while, by being witliin the 
estate, it would have loet something of its public import- 
ance. The latter objection woulil have been applicable 
had it been proposed to place the statues within the 
building. We conceive, however, that that objection 
would not extend to placing within tiie hall b marble 
statue of the Prince, distinguisheil in its composition from 
the statue on the Monument itself. , 

. The hall, besides its special use, would, with its corres- 
ponding lateral approaches to the Horticultural garden, 
constitute the principal front to the whole estate. It 
woulil also, on many accounts, be an essential ai-compani- 
ment to tlie opposite monument, by comp'eting the con- 
neci;ion between it and the Institutions wiiich now exist, 
or may hereafter lie established near it. Still, we are 
aware that its erection, as pirt of the proposed scheme, 
must depend on the amount which may be contributed. 
We can, therefore, at this moment do no more than 
express onr earnest hope that suflicient funds may be pro- 
vided to ensure the completion of the hall. 

Having communicatcl our views on this subject to the 
Coniniissioners for the Exhibition oi 1851, we have the 
satisfaction of stating that they have been pleased to as- 
sure us of their readiness to reserve, for a reasonable time, 
asiiitaltle site for the ball, of the extent required. 

It will be apparent that the conclusion at which we 
have now arrived has reference merely to the site of the 
memorial and its connection with the institutions reftn'red 
to ; and an inspection of the plan which haa been prepared 
will show that the effect of the whole is mainly dependent on 
the straightening of the public road, in itself a considerable 
improvement, but wliich can only be effected by taking in 
a few feet from the park. For this purpose, trifling as is 
the proposed alteration, an application must lie made to 
Parliament for its sanction, which we cannot doubt will 
be readily given. 

In humbly submitting this our report to your Majesty, 
we beg leave to state that should tlie scheme we have in- 
dicated meet with your Majesty's approval, we projxise, 
in further fulfilment of your Majesty's wishes, to invite a 
certain numlier of architects to furnish designs for the 
general arrangement of the monument, as regards its height, 
magnitude, and andiitectural elements, and of the sur- 
rounding area. The general design which might, with 
your Majesty's sanction, be selected, wouM at the same 
time be open to subsequent inodificationa in its details to 
suit the conceptions of the sculptors, who, in conjunction 
with the architect ultimately chosen, would bo commis- 
sioned to complete the wo^k. 

We humbly subjoin, as an appendix to this work, the 
report and plan of the committee of architects, to which 
we have above referred,

Deah Sir CnxsLES, — The Committee appointed by the 
Queen " to adviss her Majesty on tlie subject of the Me- 
morial to the Prince Consort" having requested us, by a 
letter, dated 10th May, in oliedienco to a siiggestion from 
her Majestv, to give an opinion as ai-chitects as to the best 
means of giving eflTect to her Majesty's wishes, we have the 
honour to itata that we liave fiilly' considered the matter 
referred to us, and beg to report m follows : — 



In your poivonal communication with U8_ at our fii-st 
meeting, you brought under our notice various ideas on 
the subject refened to us, which had occurred to the Com- 
mittee ; but by your letter of the 17th May to Mr. Tite, 
you were good enough to state that the Committee were 
desirous that " we should all consider ourselves free to 
make any suggestion we pleased, without reference to any 
special site or object," indicated to us in the confeitsncft co 
which we have adveited. 

Being thus entirely free to present our opinion, we pro- 
ceed, first, to take up the suggestions you offered, and 
which we believe were as follows : — 

That tlie Memorial to the Prince Consort should be 
erected in connection with an institution of arts and sci- 
ences : — 1st, as a distinct monument, in front of it, or in 
the centre of a quadrangle lielonging to it ; 2ndly, as a 
monument inside a hall of the building ;^ or Srdly, as a 
wing, or some other ]iortion of the building, to be here- 
after completed, at the cost of the public. 

These suggestions naturally appear to point out the 
South Kensington Museum and Schools of Ait, because 
that establixhrnent was founrlcd under the auspices of His 
Royal Highness ; it recuived his constant personal atten- 
tion, and his desire was to see it liecomo a large central 
college of science and art. 

There are many reasons why the Memorial might be 
erected with propriety and advantage in conjunction with 
such an insthution, if the funds were already provided ; 
but these questions arise :— viz., whether the nature and 
style of the Memorial could be safely assumed before the 
plan and design of the building for the institution had 
been finally determined ? and 2ndly, whether it would bo 
advisable to adopt such a Slemorial before the Govera- 
ment and the House of Commons had sanctioned and 
voted the necessary funds for the buildings. 

Considering all the doubts which at present exist with 
reference to the permanent extension of the buildings at 
South Kensington, and the dilficulties and delays which 
would arise in the event of a recommendation by the 
Committee of such a pioject, it ajipears more desiriilile to 
erect the Memorial, not as a part of, or in immeiliate con- 
nection with a very expensive edifice not yet determined 
upon, but as an independent monument in Hyde-park, on 
or near to the site of the Exhibition of 185 1 , or on some 
other mora public and central site than South Ken- 
sington, according to the expectations which have been 
held out, and upon which many persons subscribed to 
the Fund. 

The Memorial, if erected in conjunction with any large 
building or institution, would lose in individual grandeur 
and importance ; it would be difficult to treat it otherwise 
than as a sulioidinate object even outside the building ; and 
if placed within it would be seldom seen, and would not 
lie the national monument immediately under the public 
eye, wliicli most people are expecting. 

The sum available for the Memorial is supjiascd to 
amount to between £50,000 and £60,000, which probably 
would not bo more than suflicient for a work of art worthy 
of the nation, including the cost of forming a site to re- 
ceive it. 

Assuming, therefore, the propriety of erecting the Ma- 
moiial as a " monument," and that it cannot be a monolith 
obelisk, the forms which suggest themselves are, 1st, an 
obelisk in several stones ; 2iully, a column ; 3rdly, aUothic 
cioss; 4thlv, a large group or grouia of sulptnre; and 
5thly, a building : a statue of the Prince Consort being in 
any of these cases the most prominent object. 

Respecting these various kinds of memorial, the fol- 
lowing considerations arise : — 

1. As it appears a monolith cannot be obtained, there is 
no especial re.-ison for adopting an obelisk, which, to bo 
effective, must be on a very large scale, and, if so, it would 
be more conspicuous and important than the Prince's 
Statue ; and, further, an olitlisk built up in several stones 
would onlv show an inferiority to the encients. 
1 2. The' objections above-stated to an obelisk apply 
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almost cqiinlly to a column, or any erection of that de- 
scription, except that on the summit of a column might be 
placed the Statue. But in such a position the figiu'e would 
not be better seen tlian the Duke of York or Loid Nelson 
on their columns, and statues so ^ilaced have not acquired 
mucli favour witli the public. 

3. The objections to an obelisk, a column, or any erec- 
tion of that description, apply also to structures in any 
style of architecture which would assume either of those 
forms. 

4. With i-eference to a memorial composed of one or 
several groups of sculpture, euimounted by a statue of the 
Prince, the following considerations arise: — If in the open 
air, considering the climate of this countiy, it must be of 
bronze, and, if placed in Hyde Park, it must be upon a 
very large scale to be effective. We admit that bronze, 
in our climate, soon acquires a dark tone, injurious 
to tlie elTcct of a work of art; but we are inclined 
to believe tliat tliere may be a mixture of metals that 
would acquire an agreeable permanent colour. Among 
the finest monuments of modern times, that of Frederick 
the Great in lierlin, and of the Archduke Charles in 
Vienna, have hitherto retained a rich, lustrous colour ; or, 
as in the case of the Greek horses in Venice, the statue of 
M. Aurelius in Kome, and other classic examples, gilding, 
in paiticular parts, and under certain conditions, might be 
resorted to. 

Leaving for the moment these particular considerations, 
we proceed to point out the site which appears to us to be 
desiiable for tlie Monument itself, and the general mode 
of treatment we would recommend. 

We tliink, then, that the proper site is to bo found by 
drawing a line from south to north, tlirough the centre of 
the Horticultural Gardens, ciossing the Kensington-road ; 
and on the ncrth side of which the ground rises sufficiently 
to Rotten-row to give the elevation required. At that 
point an extent of nearly 1,200 feet may be obtained for 
entrances to the Park, for ten-aces, fountains, flights of 
steps or inclines ; and a depth (340 feet) sufficient for all 
puiirases. In the centre of this area we would projwsc to 
place the Memorial itficlf. If in bronze, this may be a 
group of statues, without a building; or, if in marl>le, 
with a building to protect them. 

We attach a sketch plan to this report, showing gen- 
erally how tliis idea may lie worked out, by wliicli it will 
be seen that the area gained has the dimensions before 
stated of 1,2(K) feet from east to west, by 340 feet from 
north to south, in tlie centre. To obtain this we propose 
to straighten the main road, and to make another entrance 
and gates to the Park at the east end of the area, opposite 
the Exhibition-road, corresiwnding with that recently 
made, op|)osite the end of Piince Albert's-road. The 
drive in the Park and Itotten-row would both remain 
undisturlied. 

The advantages gained by such a site are these :— It is 
at no gre:it distance from the area occupied by the Ex- 
hibition Building of 18jl,and is In immediate juxtaposition 
with the Horticultural Gardens — the result of His Royal 
Highne8s'.s own conception — thus forming a pomt of 
connection between the two. 

Having thus given our views of the site and character 
of the Prince Consort Memorial, we approach with much 
more diffidence the consideration of the question of some 
building to be erected, with a view to general usefulness, 
in orfer to cany into elTeet to a certain extent the fre- 
quently expressed wishes of the Prince, and particularly 
to realize his views as stated in his address at the opening 
of the Horticultural Gardens. 

It ap|)cars to us that, by the generosity of the nation, 
apart from the Irnrned souietica, science and art are pro- 
vided for in the British Museum, the Museum in Jermyn- 
street, and the Schools at South Kensington. What 
Bsems to be wanted is Pome spacious hall and its necessary 
adjuncts, as a place for general art meetings; or for such 
assemblies as ara aliout to take place in London in con- 
nection with social science and its kindred pursuits. We 



have nothing in London for such an object like the great 
halls of Liverpool, Leeds, and Manchester. 

If these views are well founded, and would be received 
with public or national favour, we see no reason why the 
vacant ground at the back of the Horticultural Gardens, 
south of the Kensington-road, as suggested by the 
Queen's Committee, should not be. a fitting site for such 
a building. 

Aiehitectorally (and apart from general qnestiong of 
expediency, upon which there doubtless exists a gieat 
variety of opmions) nothing could be happier, in our 
opinion, than to occupy the north side of the nwd with 
the Prince Consort Memorial, and the other side with a 
grand central hall, having approaches to the hall itself, 
and as at the present moment to the Horticultural-gardens ; 
thus effectually screening from view the back of the Con- 
seivatory and the unsightly objects at present existing. 

The sketch plan before refeiTed to will show how all 
this could be arranged ; but we only propose a general 
scheme, because it appears to us to be our duty rather to 
submit suggestions and general advice, than to presume to 
present anything like a detailed proposition. 

If our recommendation on the subject of the actual site 
for the Memorial should meet with the approbation of her 
Majesty and the Committee, the individual efforts of the 
architect and the sculptor might be invited for its realisa- 
tion, without attempting, at the present, to determine the 
final occupation of the vacant land on the south side of 
the road.

My Dbab Sir Charles, — Tlie Queen desires uic to ac- 
knowledge, through you, the receipt of the further Report 
of the Committee her Majesty had asked to advise on the 
subject of tlie proposed national monument to the I*rinco 
Consort. 

Knowing tlie importance attached by the Prince to the 
sestablishmcnt of some central Institution fur the promo- 
tion of scientific and artistic education, the Queen is much 
pleased by your recommendation that the personal monu- 
ment to his Royal Highness should be in immediate con- 
nection with buildings appropriated to that object. 

Your Report, therefore, suggesting the erection of a 
central hall as the commencement of such buildings, and 
in connection with the personal monument to be placed 
directly op|)Osite to it in Hyde-park, meets with her Ma- 
jesty's entire and curdial approval ; and should public 
support afford the means of giving effect to jour recom- 
mendation, it w ill be far from being a matter of regret to 
her Majesty that the difficulties in the way of the original 
suggestion of an obelisk, as the principal future of the 
proposed monument, were such as to lead you to counsel 
the abandonment of that idea. 

Few things, indeed, could now make the Queen more 
happy than to be allowed to witness the realisation of 
some of her beloved husband's noble plans for the benefit 
of mankind. She knows how constantly he regretted that 
much of the good which the many Institutions founded 
for the advancement of science and art, in some one or 
other of their blanches, were calculated to effect, was lost 
by their isolation and want of connection with each other. 

But though strongly convinced of the advantage that 
would follow their being brought together, he was also 
strongly impressed with the impoitance of not interfering 
in any way with their free and voluntary action ; believ- 
ing that their union, to be productive of good, must be an 
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unforced union, brought about by a generally felt opinion 
of its necessity, and meeting with public support. 

In fact, it was to public, as distinguished from Oovem- 
ment or Parliamentary support, that he always looked for 
the means of giving eRect to his plans. 

He was, therefore, content to wait with patience till the 
conviction should have forced itself on the public mind, 
as it had long done on his own, of the expediency of 
giving to those bodies some general organisation or point 
of union, which should enable them mutually to assist 
each other in promoting their several objects ; while it 
should leave untouched their power of independent action, 
and extend rather than limit their sphere of individual 
usefulness. 

It would have gratified the Prince much, therefore, as 
it is now a source of some consolation to the Queen, to find 
that one of his great ideas for the good of tlie world (for 
his views were by no meanslimited to this country), forms 
the basis of the recommendation contained in your Report; 
and Her Majesty can have no dearer wish on this subject 
than that the estate purchased, as you say, by his " judi- 
cious counsel" and wise " foi'esight and decision," should 
be devoted to such a pui-pose; that the establishments 
actually upon it, as well as those that may be expected to 
come there, should be considered as a whole — to form one 
Institution — one great and comprehensive Institution — 
having for its object (to use the Prince's own words, as 
quoted by the committee), ." to increase the means of 
Industrial Education, and extend the influence of Science 
and Art upon productive Industry." 

For such an Institution some appropriate title, con- 
nected with the Prince's name, will doubtless hereafter 
be found ; while, from its object, and still more from the 
benefits which the Queen hopes would follow the deve- 
lopment of this idea, it would be fitly connected with the 
Personal Monument, and would itself form the most 
lasting and worthy Memorial of the Prince's untiring and 
nnselnsh exertions for the general good.

Sis, — On the part of the Piince Consort Memorial 
Committee, I beg to call your attention to the accom- 
panying copies of a report and sketch-plan furnished by 
the architects who had been requested by the Committee 
to consider the question of a fitting site for the Memorial 
to the Prince. 

The scheme proposed in that report having been re- 
commended, as a general arrangement, in the second 
report of the Committee to the Queen, (a copy of which is 
enclosed,) and her Majesty having been graciously pleased 
to approve of the same, I am requested to invite you to 
consider the scheme in detail, and to inquire whether you 
would be willing to furnish designs comprehending the 
following objects : — 

1. A design for the Memorial itself, adapted to the site 
indicated on the plan, and proportioned in its height and 
magnitude to the position it will occupy, and to the 
buildings which may hereafter be erected on the south 
side of the public road. 

These general requisites being compatible with a variety 
of designs, the Committee are unwilling to prescribe any 
particular kind of monument. They conceive, however, 
that as her Majesty's pleasure has to a certain extent been 
made known, and will at all times be consulted, it will he 
advisable for those who propose to submit designs to refer 
to the various letters from General Grey, dated respec- 
tively the 19th Februarj', the 19th April,* and the 18th 
July, in which her Majesty's views are expressed.

Another important consideration will be the amount of 
the fund which may be available for the cost of the Me- 
morial itself; for that of the proposed straightening of 
the public road; for the arrangement of the area in 
Hyde-park, with its decorations, and, if possible, for the 
hall on the south side of the road. 

The design for the architectural portion of the Memorial 
should be regarded chiefly as a means of ensuring the 
most effective anangement of the sculpture which is to 
complete it. The (wsition, dimensions, and material of 
the statues may be indicated, without anticipating or in- 
terfering with the conceptions of the sculptors. It is 
conceived that this system of combined invention, so 
common among the architects and sculptors of antiquity 
when employed on temples and mausoleums, is no 
less desirable and practicable when the object is to 
provide an architectural base for groups of sculpture, 
sunnounted by the statne which is required to be 
conspicuous. 

2. As the site for the memorial indicated in the 
plan leaves the form and character of the monument 
undetermined, so the arrangement of the ornamented 
area in Hyde-park is merely intended to show the extent 
proposed to be so treated. Each architect is, therefore, 
free either to adopt the aiTangement indicated, or to vary 
it as he pleases ; care being taken to maintain the con- 
nection expressed in the plan between the memorial 
and the proposed buildings on the south side of the 
public road. 

A design will be required for the foundations marked 
on the plan. The precise site, as well as the dimensions, 
are not to be considered as strictly defined ; more especi- 
ally as it may be thought preferable that the line from 
east to west in which the foundations are placed should be 
parallel with the southern boundary of the area. It will 
be necessary to ascertain what facilities exist, or can be 
provided, for supplying the fountains with water ; the re- 
quisite details for carrying this part of the scheme into 
execution being practically investigated. 

3. It will be desirable that the general plan of the Hall 
(about 15C feet by 80 feet) should be defined, and that a 
plan of the buildings which may be ultimately erected 
near it, should be indicated ; the lateral approaches to the 
garden of the Horticultural Society being preserved. It 
is suggested that the hall might be placed nearer to the 
public road, the buildings next it on the architect's plan 
being also brought] forward, and, should it be thought 
desirable, even nearer to the road than the hall itself. 
A reference to the actual state of the ground on this 
side of the road, will show that, whatever prospective 
anangements may be devised, it is only possible at pre- 
sent to deal with the unoccupied central portion of that 
ground. 

A sketch-elevation will be required for the hall, but 
not for the contiguous buildings, the indication of which 
is, however, left to the discretion of the architects. A 
copy of a correspondence between the Memorial Commit- 
tee and the Commissioners for the Exhibition of 1851, 
respecting the site and dimensions of the proposed hall, is 
enclosed. 

4. The designs generally will consist, according to the 
subject treated, of plan alone, or of plan and elevation, 
sections being added when necessary. Plans showing the 
general arrangement, should be drawn to a scale of 2i 
inches to 100 feet. Detailed designs for the Memorial 
should be drawn to a scale of one inch to five feet ; the 
scale of other drawings being left to the choice of the ai'- 
chitects. 

5. Separate estimates will bo required for the Memorial 
(with an approximate estimate for the sculpture) ; for the 
fountains ; for the general arrangement of the ground ; 
for the straightening of the public road, and for the rail- 
ings and entrance gates. A general estimate will also be 
required for the haU, including the levelling of the ground, 
and the railings and entrance gates on the south side of 
the road.

The designs are to be confined to drawings ; no models 
will be required. 

Should a design be approved by her Majesty, the archi- 
tect offering it will be commissioned to execute the work 
in conjunction with the sculptor or sculptors who may be 
selected. 

The sum of one hundred guineas will be placed at the 
disposal of each of the architects whose design may not be 
chosen. 

The designs will be required to be ready by the 1st 
December next. Due notice will be given where they 
(hould be delivered. 

It is not proposed that the designs shall be publicly 
exhibited by the Committee. 

After mature consideration of the objections which have 
been urged against unlimited competition, the Committee 
have decided not to invite other designs, except in the 
event of no one of those by the aicliitecta now selected 
being considered satisfactory.

An Act for Amending the Law relating to Copyright In 

Works of the Fine Arts, and for Repressing the Coininis- 

sion of Fraud in the Production and Sale of such Works. 

25th and 26th Victoria, cap. 68 : 29th July, 1862. 

Whereas by law, as now established, the authors of 

paintings, drawings, and photographs have no copyright 

in such tlieir works, and it is expeilient that the law 

should in tliat respect be amended : be it therefore enacted 

by the Queen's most excellent Majesty, by and with the 

advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 

and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 

by the anthority of the same, as follows : — 

1. The author, being a British subject, or resident 
within the dominions of the Crown, of every original 
painting, drawing, and photograph, which shall be or shall 
have been made either in the British dominions or eke- 
where, and which shall not have been sold or disposed of 
before the commencement of this Act, and his assigns, 
shall have the sole and exclusive right of copying, engiuv- 
ing, reproducing, and multiplying such painting or draw- 
ing, and the design thereof, or such photograph, and the 
negative thereof, by any means and of any size, for the 
term of the natural life of such author, and seven years 
after his death, provided that when any painting or draw- 
ing, or the negative of any photograph, shall for the hrst 
time after the passing of this Act be sold or disposed of, 
or shall be made or executed for or on behalf of any 
other person for a good or a valuable consideration, the per- 
son BO selling or disposing of or making or executing the 
same shall not retain the copyright thereof, unless it be 
expressly reserved to him by agreement in writing, signed 
at or before the time of snch sale or disposition, by the 
vendee or assignee of such painting or drawing, or of such 
negative of a photograph, or to the person for or on whose 
behalf the same shall have been made or executed, but 
the copyright shall belong to the vendee or assignee of 
such painting or drawing, or of such negative of a 
photograph, or to the person for or on whose behalf 
the same shall have been made or executed; nor 
shall the vendee or assignee thereof be entitled to any 
such copyiiyht, unless, at or tiefore the time of such sale 
or disposition, an agreenient in writing, signed liy the per- 
son so selling or disiiosiiig of the same, or by his agent 
duly authorised, sliall have been made to that effect. 

2. Kothing herein contained shall )iivjiulice the right of 
any pcteon to copy or use any woik in which there shall 
be no copyright, or to represent any scene or object, not- 
withstanding that there may be copyiight in some repre- 
sentation of such scene or object. 

8. All copyright under this Act sliall be deemed per- 
sonal or moveable estate, and shall be assignable at law. 
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and every assignment thereof, and every licence to use or 
copy by any means or process the design or work which 
shall be the subject of sach copyrigiit, shall be made by 
some note or memorandum in writing, to bo signed by the 
proprietor of the copyright, or by his agent appointed for 
tliat purpose in writing. 

4. There shall be kept at the Hall of the Stationera' 
Company, by the olHuer appointed by the said company, for 
the purposes of tlie Act passed in the sixth year of her 
present Majesty, intituled " An Act to Amend the Law of 
Copyright," a book or books, entitled " The Kegister of 
Pioprietors of Copyright in Paintings, Drawings, and 
Photographs," wherein shall be entered a memorandum 
of every copyright to which any person shall be entitled 
under this Act, and also of every subsequent assignment of 
any such copyright ; and such memorandum shall contain 
a statement of the date of such agreement or assignment, 
and of the names of tlie parties thereto, and of the name 
and place of aboJe of the person in whom such copyright 
chall be vested by virtue thereof, and of the name and 
place of abode of the author of the work in which there 
shall be such copyright, together with a short description 
of the nature and subject of such work, and in addition 
thereto, if the person registering shall so desire, a sketch, 
outline, or photograph of the said work, and no proprie- 
tor of any such copyright shall be entitled to the benefit 
of this Act until such registration, and no action shall be 
sustainable nor any penalty be recoverable in respect of 
anything done before registration. 

5. The several enactnionts in the said Act of the sixth 
year of her present Iklajesty contained, with relation to 
keeping the register book thereby required, and the in- 
spection thereof, the searches therein, and the delivery of 
certified and stamped copies thereof, the reception of such 
copies in evidence, the making of false entries in the said 
book, and the production in evidence of papers falsely 
purporting to be copies of entries in the said book, the ap- 
plication to the courts and judges by persons aggrieved by 
entries in the said book, and the expunging and varying 
such entries, shall apply to tire book or Ixjoks to be kept 
by virtue of this Act, and to the entries and aasignments 
of copyright and proprietorship therein under this Act, in 
such and the same manner tm if such enactments were here 
expressly enacted in relation thereto, save and except tliat 
the forms of entry prescribed by the paid Act of tlie sixth 
year of her present Majestj* may be varied to meet the 
circumstances of the case, and tliat the sum to be de- 
manded by the officer of the said company of stationers 
for making any entry required by this Act shall lie one 
shilling only. 

6. If the author of any painting, drawing, or photograph 
in which there shall be subsisting copyright, after having 
sold or disposed of such copyright, or if any other person, 
not being the proprietor for the time being of copyright 
in any painting, drawing, or photograph, shall, without 
the consent of such proprietor, repeat, copy, colourably 
imitate, or otherwise multiply for sale, hire, exhibition, 
or distribution, or cause or procure to be repeated, coplefl, 
colourably imitated, or otherwise multiplied for sale, hire, 
exhibition, or distribution, any sucli work or the design there- 
of, or, knowing that any snch repetition, copy, or other imita- 
tion has been unlawfully made, shall import into any part of 
the tmlted kingdom, or sell, publish, let to hire, exhibit, 
or distribute, or offer for sale, hire, exlilbition, or distii- 
bntion, or canse or prooure to be imported, sold, published, 
let to liiie, distributed, or oll'ered for sale, Iiire, exhibition, 
or distribution, any repetition, copy, or imitation of the 
said work, or of the design thereof, made without such 
consent as aforesaid, such i)ersoii for every such offence 
shall forfeit to the proprietor of the copyright for tlio time 
bein^ a sum not exceedimj; ten pounds ; and all snch 
repetitions, copies, and imitations made without such con- 
sent as aforesaid, an 1 all negatives of photo;>;raphs inado 
for the purpose of obtaining such copies, shall bo forfeited 
to the proprietor of tlio copyright. 



7. No person shall do or cause to be done any or either 
of the following acts ; that is to say. 

First, no i)erson shall fraudulently sign or otherwise 
affix, or fraudulently cause to bo signed or otherwise 
affixed, to or upon any painting, drawing, or photograph, 
or the negative thereof, any name, initials, or monogram : 
Secondly, no pei'son shall fraudulently sell, publish, 
exhibit, or dispose of, or offer for sale, exhibition, or dis- 
tribution, any painting, drawing, or photograph, or neg- 
ative of a pliotograph, having thereon the name, initials, 
ornionograin of a pei'son who did not execute or make 
such work. 

Thirdly, no person shall fraudulently utter, dispose of, 
or put off, or cause to be uttered or disposed of, any copy 
or colourable imitation of any painting, drawing, or pho- 
tograph, or negative of a photograph, whether there shall 
be subsisting copyright therein or not, as having been 
made or executed by the author or maker of the original 
work from which such copy or imitation shall have been 
taken. 

Fourthly, where the author or maker of any painting, 
drawing, or photograph, or negative of a photograph, 
made either before or after the passing of this Act, shall 
have sold or otherwise parted with the possession of such 
work, if any alteration shall afterwards be made therein 
by any other person, by addition or otherwise, no person 
shall be at liberty, during the life of the author or maker 
of such work, without his consent, to make or knowingly 
to sell or publish, or offer for sale, such work or any 
copies of such work so altered as aforesaid, or of any 
part thereof, as or for the unaltered work of such author 
or maker. 

Every offender under this section shall, upon conviction, 
forfeit to the person aggrieved a sum not exceeding ten 
pounds, or not exceeding double the full price, if any, at 
which all such copies, engravings, imitations, or altered 
works shall have been solil or offered for sale, and all such 
copies, engravings, imitations, or altered works shall be 
forfeited to the person, or the assigns or legal represen- 
tatives of the person whose name, initials, or monogram 
shall be so fraudulently signed or affi.xed thereto, or to 
whom such spurious or altered work shall be so fraudulently 
or falsely ascribed as aforesaid : provided always, tliat the 
penalties imposed by this section sliall not be incurred 
unles° the jierson whose name, initials, or monogram shall 
be so fraudulently signed or affixed, or to wliom such 
spurious or altered work shall be so fraudulently or falsely 
ascribed as aforesaid, shall have been living at or within 
twenty years next before the time when the offence may 
have been committed. 

8. All pecuniaiy penalties which shall be incuiTed, and 
all such unlawful copies, imitations, and all other effects 
and things as shall have been forfeited by offendera, pur- 
suant to this Act, and pursuant to any act for the protec- 
tion of copyright engravings, may be recovered liy the 
person herein-before and in any such act as aforesaid em- 
powered to recover the same respectively, and liereinafter 
called the complainant or the complainer, as follows : — 
In England and Ireland, eitlier by action against the 
party offending, or by summary proceedings before any 
two justices liaving jurisdiction whore the party offending 
resides. 

In Scotland by action before the Court of Session in 
ordinary form, or by summary action before the sheriff of 
the county wliere the offence may bo committed or the 
offender resides, who, upon proof of the offence or offences, 
either by confession of the party otTcndIng, or by the oith 
or affirmation of one or more credible witnes^es, shall 
convict the offender, an 1 find him liable to the penalty or 
penalties aforesaid, as also in expenses, ami it shall bo 
lawful for the sheriff, in pronouncing such judgment for 
the penalty or penalties and costs, to insert in such judg- 
ment a warrant, in the event of such penalty or penalties 
and co'its not being paid, to levy and recover the amount 
of the same by poinding: provided alwaj's that it shall 
be lawful to the sheriff, in the event of his dismissing the 
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action and asaoilzieing the defender, to find the corn- 
plainer liable in expenses, and any judgment so to be 
pronou:.ced by the sheriff in such summary application 
shall be final and conclusive, and not subject to review by 
advocation, suspension, redaction, or otherwise. 

9. In any action in any of her Majesty's superior conrts 
of Record at Westminster and in Dublin, for the inii'inge- 
ment of any such copjn'ight as aforesaid, it shall be law- 
ful for the court in which such action is pending, if the 
court be then sitting, or if the court be not sitting, then 
for a judge of such court, on the application of the plain- 
tiff or the defendant respectively, to make such order for 
an injunction, inspection, or account, and to give such 
direction respecting such action, injunction, inspection, 
and account, and the proceedings therein respectively, as 
to such court or judge may seem fit. 

10. All repetitions, copies, or imitations of paintings, 
drawings, or photographs, wherein or in the design whereof 
there shall be subsisting copyright under this Act, and all 
repetitions, copies, and imitations of the design of any 
such painting or drawing, or of the negative of any such 
photograph, which, contrary to the provisions of this Act, 
shall have been made in any foreign state, or in any part 
of the Bntish dominions, are hereby absolutely prohibited 
to be imported into any part of the United Kingdom, ex- 
cept by or with the consent of the proprietor of tlie copy- 
right thereof, or his agent authorised in writing ; and if 
the proprietor of any such copyright, or his agent, shall 
declare that any goods imported are repetitions, copies, or 
imitations of any such painting, drawing, or photogiaph, 
or of the negative of any such photograph, and so pro- 
hibited as aforesaid, then such goods may be detained by 
the officera of her Majesty's Customs. 

11. If the author of any painting, drawing, or photo- 
graph, in which there shall be subsisting copyright, after 
having sold or otherwise disposed of such copyright, or 
if any other person, not being the proprietor for the time 
being of such copyright, shall, without the consent of such 
proprietor, repeat, copy, colourably imitate, or otherwise 
multiply, or cause or procure to be repeated, copied, 
colourably imitated, or otherwise multiplied, for sale, 
hire, exhibition, or distribution, any such work or the de- 
sign thereof, or the negative of any such photograph, or 
shall import or cause to be imported into any part of the 
United Kingdom, or sell, publish, let to hire, exhibit, or 
distribute, or offer tor sale, hire, exhibition, or distribu- 
tion, or cause or procure to be sold, published, let to hire, 
exhibited, or distributed, or offered for sale, hire, exhibi- 
tion, or distribution, any repetition, copy, or imitation of 
such work, or the design thereof, or the negative of any 
guch photograph, made without such consent as aforesaid, 
then every such proprietor, in addition to the remedies 
hereby given for the recovery of any such penalties, and 
forfeiture of any such things as aforesaid, may recover 
damages by and in a special action on the case, to be 
brought against the person so offending, and may in such 
action recover and enforce the delivery to him of all un- 
lawful repetitions, copies, and imitations, and negatives 
of photographs, or may recover damages for the reten- 
tion or conversion thereof: provided that nothing herein 
contained, nor any proceeding, conviction, or judgment, 
for any act hereby forbidden, shall affect any remedy 
which any person aggrieved by such act may be entitled 
to either at law or m equity. 

12. This Act shall be considered as including the pro- 
visions of the Act passed in the session of Parliament 
held in the seventh and eighth years of her present 
Majesty, intituled, " An Act to amend the Law relating 
to International Copyright," in the same manner as if such 
provisions were part of this Act.

RKCREATION AT MECHANICS' INSTITUTES. 
Sib, — The recreations to which it is desirable tliat the 
managers of Mechanics' Institutes should direct their atten- 
tion, should be divided into two separate and distinct 
classes : those foi ojien-air exercise, adapted to the summer 
months, and those for in-doors, adapted to the winter 
months. Both will of course comprise many pursuits 
which are merely amusing, and but in a very slight degree 
of an intellectual cliaracter, but Ixith may be made con- 
ducive to the higlier objects for wliich tlie Institute has 
been established, and so far promote ^tlie moral, mental, 
and social welfare of the community, j* 



It is unfortunately only the few who can appreciate the 
importance of a right direction being given to the amu8e> 
nients of the population ; who feel convinced tliat the 
people, whether right or wrong, will have some kind of 
what they call enjoyment, and that the good or evil of 
such indulgence will depend in a great measure, mainly, 
if not wholly, upon the direction which is given to it. If 
no one provides recreation of a healthful and innocent 
chaiacter, then resort is had to tliat which is both inju> 
I'ious and immoral. The evil is done, and in vain will 
moralists inveigh against crime or folly, or descant in 
glowing terms upon the advantages of self-improvement. 

For summer amusements, much will depend upon the 
conveniences afforded by the locality. Where the neces- 
sary ground can be obtained, the game of cricket oilers 
many advantages. It requires a number of ])layers, and 
these can be obtained with the most facility by the class 
of an Institute which, having a regular evening of meeting, 
can almost always insure a good field to make the game 
interesting. It requires some apparatus, in stumps, bats, 
and balls, and these can be provided most efiicieiitly by 
the joint-stock fund which the membei's should raise by a 
small subscription. Propriety of conduct may be secured 
by the bye-laws of the class, to i)e cnforceii by small fines, 
and practice will materially contribute not only to the 
skill, but to tlie Ixidily health of tlie memliers. An addi- 
tional stimulus will also be given by occasional matches 
with the cricket duLs of other Institutes, and this has 
been done with good results by some of the Institutes iq 
Leeds and the neighbourhood. 

Where other games may be perfeiTed to cricket, the 
mcnibei-s can resort to bowls, quoits, foot-iaces, and such 
amusements as may be popular in the country side, the 
great advantages being the connection with the Institute, 
the regularity to be enforced by rules, and the acquaintance 
of the members with each other, which is far 8U|)erior to 
the casual meetings for purposes of recreation and associa' 
tion with strangers. 

Where the tastes of the members are of a more intel- 
lectual or scientifiu character, excursions may be made, at 
stated times, for the practical study of botanj', geology, 
entomology, landscape sketching, architecture, antiquities, 
&c. Whatever be the recreation, it may be in a great 
measure adapted to the tastes and inclinations of those for 
whom it is provided ; and instead of closing all the classes 
during the summer months, which is too frequently the 
case, a great number of the members would be induced to 
continue their subscriptions and their connection with the 
Institute all the year round. 

Besides the above, there might also be occasional excur- 
sions, by cheap railway trips, to objects of interest at a 
gi'cater distance ; and if these be under judicious manage- 
ment, not only would the Institute profit in a pecuniaiy 
sense, but there would be more ihterest felt and more in- 
dividual advantage gained by those who take part in them. 
Some short time since the Manchester Museum was opened 
on a Saturday afternoon to working people at a cheaper 
rate than ordinary. Mr. David Monis, one of the curators, 
undertook to give brief descriptions and explanations of 
the contents of the several cases, and so successful was the 
experiment, tliat the attendance, which at first was very 
scanty, increased in a few weeks to several hundreds. 
Wherever an intelligent explanation can be had of objects 
exhibited, whether natural or artificial, or antiquities, the 
working people as a class are not insensible to the instruc- 
tion to be thus acquired, nor slow to appreciate it. Local 
museums more commonly fail from the want of an intel- 
ligent guide, than from disregard to the information they 
may aflbrd ; and if gentlemen possessing the ability would 
undertake to give short explanatory discourses, either in 
museums or similar objectsof interest, to classes of working 
men from Institutes, many a delightful source of recreation 
might be gained. 

In a future letter I will offer some remarks upon winter 
amusements.

NoTTisoMAM MccnAXics' Institution. — The twenty- 
fourth annual report states that although there is a 
decrease of memliers, the coniinittue fuel convinced that 
such (liniinutiou is no gi ouiid for discouragement. Con- 
sidering tlic state of trade and tlie scarcity of employment, 
tlie decrease is smaller tlian might reasonably liave been 
anticipated, and is not so large as similar Institutions, of 
less resources and numbers, have sustained during the 
same period. The works in the Library have been care- 
fully examined, and a new catalogno prepared. The 
total issues of books and periodicals liave been 20,43G. 
Earnestly desirous of rendering the library especially 
useiUl to working men, the committee have added 
various works in the aits and manufactures during 
the year. Most of these works are too costly to ad- 
mit of their being puivhased by individuals who have 
to labour for subsistence, and yet a knowledge of their 
contents is absolutely iiccessaiy to the attainment of 
excellence as workmen. The committee tliankfuUy ac- 
knowledge various donations to the library. I'JS volumes 
have been purchased, and twenty-nine presented, during 
the year. The present reading-room is found to be in- 
adequate to the comfortable accommodation of the mem- 
bers, and some arrangement should be made for placing a 
larger room at their service. The lectures delivered 
during the past year are as follow : — "A Night with the 
Moon," Mr. W! It. Hirt, I'Ml.A.8.; "A Night amongst 
the Stars," Mr. W. R. Birt, F.ll.A.S. ; "Hogarth and his 
Pictures," Bev.H. S. Brown ; "Hudibras," Itev.n. S.Brown ; 
"Wit and Humour," Mr. Oearge Grossmith; "Adam 
Bede," Mr. Ueorge Grossmith ; " The Ueccnt Spectrum 
Discoveries," Dr. Roscoe ; " The Origin, Cliaraeter, and 
Doings of the Anglo-Saxons," Mr. George Dawson, M.A., 
The memliers are admitted without charge to the present 
coui'se of lectures— an arrangement which, so far as the 
experiment has been tried, and the Committee are able 
to judge therefrom, has led to a more general attendance 
on these occasions. There are forty students in the Fi encli 
class, with an average attendance of about thirty-. These 
figures shew an increase of twenty-six as compared with 
18G0. In consequence of this large increase the teacher, 
Mons. Durand, has found it necessary to divide the stu- 
dents into three divisions. In the discussion class there 
are thirty-two members, with an average attendance of 
twenty. The subjects whicli have occupieil tlie attention 
of the mcmlters are ; — "America, Past and Present " — 
"The French Treaty "—" Tlie Rights of Women"— 
" On Character "— " Mental Culture,"—" Ought the SUte 
to conduct the Education of tlie People?" During the 
session an ex|)eriincnt had l>cen tried of having readings 
fram standard authors on alternate evenings, but the jilan 
not succeeding, it has been discontinued. The chess 
class is one of the most ixipular in the institution, and 
numbers more than fifty members. With a view of pro- 
moting the study of chess, a competition is now in pro- 
gress for three prizes. The fli-st, a very handsome set 
of cliessmen, has been given, with his usual liberality to 
the class, by its respected president, S. Newliam, Esq. 
A friendly contest is also going on between the class and 
the Stamford Club, and there is a laudable ambition on 
the part of the members to do credit to the Institution, 
it appears from the report of the Naturalists' Society 
that the admissions to the jMuseum during the year by 
payment have been S,133. This number, of course, is ex- 
clusive of visits by meinbei's of the Meclianics' Institution, 
who have free admission. The rcceijits, including a 
balance in hand, have been £C2 lis. 8d., and the expen- 
diture less than that sum by £21 Us. 2d. The sum 
of 15s. 8d. is due to the Committee of the Institution, 
being one-half of tlie nett proceeds of the exhibition . An 
interesting scries of lectures is announced by the Societ}', 
to be delivered by gentlemen of the town and neighbour- 
hood, to which members are also admitted without charge. 



The Committee have to report that a considerable sum 
has been cxiiended in |iainting and decorating the large 
liall and entrances, and in altering the plan of lighting 
tlie room. They have no doubt that these improvcmenta, 
although costly at lirst, will prove ultimately the most 
econoLuical modes of cleaning and lighting the hall. At 
present the system of ventilation does not work so well 
as could be desired, but the Committee hope io attain the 
desired residt in a short time. The number of members is 
908, licing a decrease of thirty. There are, however, nearly 
lUU members who, being in arreara with their subscriptions, 
are not inelmled in the above list. lO'J persons have 
joined the Institution during the year, and fifly-five liave 
transfciTcd their shares. The admissions are forty- six, 
and the transfei-s seven, fewer than in I860. The diminu- 
tion is eighteen honorary and twelve ordinary membei-s. 
The classification of meinl)ors stands thus: — Profe>BlonaI 
men and manufacturers, 8G ; shopkeepers and tixides- 
nien, 85; clerks, shopmen, and warehousemen 287; 
jonrneymeii lace and stocking makers, 14; journey- 
men joiners, msisons, bricklayers and plumbera, 18 ; 
journeymen smiths, engineers, and workers in metal, 
26 ; journeymen bakers, butchers, laliourers, &a., 1 G ; 
journeymen shoeinakei-s, tailors, and printei-s, 34 ; artistl 
designers, and schoolmasters, 71 ; youths under twenty- 
one years of age, 52 ; females, 63. Honorary members 
132; Life m-mbcrs, 81. Total, 968. The balance 
sheet, from January the Ist to December the Slst, 1861, 
shows that the income for the year has been £6-19 1 48., 
and the cx|ienditurc £594 ISs. 4}d., leaving a balance 
in hand of £55 Os. 7}d.
